In this view it follows that there are al 


ways two possible ways of increasing the 
amount of the latter-and this is no doubt 
the main object toward which are directed 
most of the efforts of most men—namely 
to increase our numerator by increasing 
our possessions, or to diminish nur denom- 
inator by decreasing the total amount ol 
our desires. The first of these ways is th« 
only one generally perceived by the major 
ity of people, and the one to which thej 
bend all their efforts, but it is often the 
impossible way, while the other path lies 
always open to most people, with absolute- 
ly sure result. 


Since that result—that alteration in the 


value of the fraction—is what we are many 
of us after, it may be surprising that tb« 
always available and sure method Is not 
more generally selected. But, as has been 
said, to many of us there is no liberty ol 
choice left open. Forced by the demand ol 
the working world to which we belong, we 
have already reduced our denominator to a 
surprisingly low figure. We find a posi- 
tive pleasure, as we walk in the city in 
seeing shops loaded with innumerable 
things that we do not want, and would not 
have even if we could. 


Even in the matter of books the numbei 


which we care to own grows smaller daj 
by day instead of larger. We have learned 
the great lesson that it is easier to climb at 
once to the high hills, and drink from the 
springs which run there, than to accent 
the diluted stuff which is delivered to us in 
conduits often not of the cleanest

Cost of Pure Candy.

two about the candy business, is of the 
opinion that another candy manufacturer 
who made tho statement that pure candy 
couldn't be bought for less than forty 
cents a pound, didn't know what ho was 
tal king about. 


"The statement is pure nonsense," said 


Mr. Hope, "and I'll prove it. The basis ol 
all candy is, of course, refined sugar, 
lliere is no adulteration about that and it 
sells by the barrel for 4# cents a pound 
All plain candies, such as horehound, ice- 
laud moss, molasses and peppermint will 
cost tho big manufacturer under one cent 
a pound to manufacture. A good work- 
man will easily make 300 pounds a day 
wnicn, wueu rouuiua »c ten cents a pounu 
allows the manufacturer nearly 100 ner 
cent, profit.

"The pure material is so cheap that If 


there were nothing else to be taken into 
consideration, it wouldn't pay to adulter- 
ate such candy. Pure sugar can be bought 
cheap, and so can pure candy."—New York 
Herald. 


My sojourn in Europe," says Colonel 


Edwurd G. Mason, president of the Chicago 
Historical society, "was wholly delightful. 
Ihe climate is salubrious, the scenery is 
bewilderingly noval, and the natives are 
politely attentive. When 1 went to that 
part of the world my health was failing 
For several years I had worked hard, and 
my nerves had suffered a particularly se- 
vere strain In that famous debate In which; 
as president of the Historical society, I was 
compelled to engage with Hiram Atwater 
of Kaskaskia, relative to the exact location 
of Pierre Meuard's barn prior to the June 
rise in the Mississippi in 1844. I had been 
in Cairo but a week when I felt fully re- 
stored, in corpora et in mente. I return to 
Chicago splendidly equipped to grapple 
with the brilliant sophistries of Norton, the 
artful heresies of Head, the cold pessimism 
of MacVeagh, and such other specious per- 
suasions as that talented coterie with 
which I am wont to associate may choose 
to bring to bear upon me. 


"That object in all Egygt which mosten- 


fiaged my attention was the sphinx. I vis- 
ited it a number of times, and each time 
regarded it with absorbing interest. My 
companion at such times was the vener- 
able sheik, Kamir-el-Abdul, a man of pro- 
found learning, and i never wearied of the 
reminiscences with which he beguiled the 
tedium of the journey to and from the 
pyramids. 


"I shall never forget my first visit to the 


sphinx. Starting from Cairo before day- 
light, we reached our destination just as 
the solar orb issuing from the glowing east 
cost upon that mighty stretch of sand the 
rosy flood of his gracious benediction. The 
sullen head and massive shoulders of the 
beast woman loomed up threateningly be- 
fore us, the pitilessness of forty centuries of 
desolate loneliness lay like a shadow on the 
ruthless face and over the cruel eyes- here 
at last I found the master expression of 
utter hopelessness. Observing my unwont- 
ed seriousness—for I was indeed awed by 
the solemnity, the grandeur, and the awful- 
ness of this spectacle—the good sheik 
sought to dissipate the gathering clouds ol 
sadness by relating certain entertainina 
bits of historical information.

Liverpool ship Kunly St. Pierre (William 
Wilson, captain) arrived within about 
twelve miles of Charleston and signaled 
fora pilot. She had made a long and te- 
dious voyugo of four months from Cal- 
cutta, hound for St. John, N. B., calling at 
Charleston for orders, If Charleston was 
open. If the southern port was blockaded 
Captain Wilson's orilurs were to proceed 
direct to the. British port of St. John, N. 
B 
The ship had formerly belonged to 


Charleston, but since the outbreak of the 
civil war she hod sailed under the English 
flag. Her nominal owners were Messrs 
I'raser Trenholm & Co., of 10 Rumford 
place, Liverpool, n firm doing an extensive 
business, who had very close relations with 
the Confederate or southern states for 
whom they acted as bankers and agents in 
this country. 


The ship was hailed by a vessel which 


proved to be the northern cruiser James 
Adger, and in response Captain Wilson 
hauled up his courses, backed his main- 
yard and lay to. 
An American naval 


lieutenant and a score of men came on 
board and demanded his papers 
Tho 


manifest showed an inuoccntcargo 2000 
bales of gunny bags, and the registration

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of the ship as English was in due order 
1 he captain demanded permission to pro-

THE great wooJen mills of Charles 


Spencer & Co., in Germantown, known 
as the Leicester mills, caught fire on 
Tuesday morning, at 12.25, in the 
woolen storage department, and in a 
few moments the big structure was en- 
veloped in flames.

Governor Pattison has signed the 


following bills: Amendment to the 
act relating to horse racing so that 
it will not apply to horses used in races 
aud incorporated trotting associations; 
allowing the Equiimuk Bridge Com- 
pany to construct a bridge over the 
Delaware river. The Governor vetoed 
ten bills among them the following : 
An act to protect policy holders iu 
casualty insurance companies; bills for 
the relief of Lewis Aucker and David 
Wilson, members of the Third IlegU 
nient, National Guard ; authorizing the 
State BoarJ of Charities to formulate 
a system of uniform accounts, and pro- 
viding for examiners to enforce the 
same ; requiring peddlers, vendors and 
hawkers in cities of the first aud second 
class to take out a license; relating to 
the publication of advertising in Ger- 
man newspapers by the County Com- 
missioners; providing that graduates 
of military and other academies shall 
be brevet First Lieutenants in the 
National Guard.

UK Condition a Year Ago—Tho Cbaoce 


That Han Already Taken I'Uco—Uuder- 
vultiatlumi No Longer JSilal— How the 
1'oor Alan IN llenvfited. 
Free-trade and Free-trade journals are 


persistent in their utterances that th 
McKinley tariff will destroy America 
textile industries. If they can furnisl 
no better evidence than that famished 
by the 3mit underwear mills, then let n 
hear no more about the disastrous effects 
of a measure the beneficent effects o 
which are to clearly apparent. Contras 
the present condition of the knit goods 
interest with that of a year ago. 
The 


enactment of the McKinley tariff was 
then in sight, yet its influence upon th< 
future of this industry was already visi 
ble. 
Manufacturers saw that the ad 


ininistrative act would correct many o: 
the worst abuses from which they hat 
suffered so long, and that with the tariff 
hill passed, immediate relief from under- 
valuations would follow. A year ago no1 
more than 60 per cent, of the present ca- 
pacity for turning out underwear was in 
operation. At Cohoes, Amsterdam, Lit- 
tle Falls, Hudson City, and at various 
other places in this and other states, 
much machinery had been idle for three 
or more years, especially those mills that 
were equipped to make ribbed cotton 
underwear. This was due solely to the 
competition of great quantities of im- 
ported goods that were undervalued. 
And from the same cause the knitters of 
fancy cotton hosiery in Philadelphia be- 
came insolvent. 


With the McKinley tariff in operation 


the first reappraisements by the board of 
appraisers demonstrated that the impor-

tion would be decreased, for though im- 
porters had advanced their foreign cost 
the increase was not enough. It is un- 
necessary to go into details as it is suffi- 
cient to know that through the operation 
of tho McKinley tariff an unparalleled 
degree of activity has been infused into 
the knit goods industry. 


The cry of tho Free-traders has been 


and is that the poor man's wages have 
been decreased and the cost of his 
clothing has been increased. What are 
the facts? The poor man's cotton shirts 
and drawers, not costing in excess of 
one dollar and fifty cents per dozen, pity 
35 per cent, ad valorem, the same as be- 
fore the McKinley bill. Oh! the solici- 
tude for the poor man and how it has 
been used to put eagles in the pocksts of 
these importers that have expressed so 
much sympathy for the wage earner 1 
No one doubts, and in fact it has been 
demonstrated by the operations of the 
McKiuley tariff, that former importa- 
tions were invoiced and classified as 
costing poor men's prices, the duties paid 
proportionately, but ont of the customs, 
snch goods were invariably sold at rich 
men's profits, though at less prices than 
similar goods made in this country were 
sold at. That's how the interests of the 
poor man have been protected by im- 
porters. 


Under the old tariff wool and merino 


underwear paid ten cents, twelve cents, 
eighteen cents, twenty-four cents and 
thirty-five cents per pound, and 35 and 
40 per cent, ad valorem, and so general 
were the undervaluations that it is not 
straining the truth to make the state- 
ment that not more than, if as much as, 
60 per cent, of the duties were collected 
that such importations should have paid. 
This method of doing business was be- 
cause of tho solicitude for the poor man. 
With the merchandise released from the 
customs department, for spelling "poor 
men's goods" the Volapuk orthography 
was employed, and it invariably pro- 
duced "importers' interest," and the 
goods were sold at rich men's profits. 
The McKinley tariff and the adminis- 
trative act have rectified these under- 
valuations; yet if there has been any 
difference in prices for American goods 
they are uot recognizable by consumers, 
if at the prices now current better goods 
are not now obtainable than ever before.

Besides the records of the mills 
that were running full and have been 
enlarged; that were running halt' or less 
of the machinery and are now running 
full; that had been idle for three to six 
years and are now in full operation, new 
mills that have been built and put into 
operation and a larger number are in 
course of erection in different states. 


In short, the McKinley tariff has stop- 


ped to a very large extent the tmdervnla- 
tions of foreign manufactures, and that 
has decreased importations; there haa 
been an increased demand for American 
made goods that has quickened the start- 
ing up of all idle machinery and the 
building of many new mills. This has 
given employment to a very large num- 
ber of operatives; raw materials have 
been required in greatly increased quan- 
tities, and in the finishing, ticketing, 
making up and other details an equal de- 
gree of life has been infused into many 
other departments of manufacture whose 
existence has been and is largely depend- 
ent on the production of underwear. 
Snch are some of the benefits that have 
accrued to the knit goods industry from 
the enactment of the McKiuley bill.
